Tue total surplus of freight cars in the United 
States and Canada has been reduced to 110,912, ac- 
cording to the report of the car efficiency committee of 
the American Railway Association for the fortnight 
ended November 5. This is a reduction of 4,124 since 
the last report. The shop cars, or those in bad ordér, 
show a decrease of 14,000, making a net a 
of about 18,000 cars. 








Tue United States Steel Corporation partly uncov- 
ered its hand in the Pittsburg district on November 5 
when it showed that, with independent concerns it 
had for several months been planning to make the year 
1909 the biggest in the history of iron and steel. Start- 
ling figures were produced to show that all records 
for carrying iron ores into the Pittsburg district are 
being broken, and there is already piled up in the dis- 
trict about 10,000,000 tons of ore, or enough to run 
most of the ‘blast furnaces at their full capacity for a 
year. In addition to this, about 3,000,000 tons of ore 
will yet be brought in, which will give the mills more 
material than they ever used in any year, and arrange- 
ments have been»made for using it all in 1909. 








Firty tons of Vanadium steel has been rolled suc- 
cessfully at a steel plant in Coatesville, Pa. Vanadium 
was discovered in South Africa and is under the con- 
trol of the American Vanadium Company, which fur- 
nished the Coatesville firm with the necessary quan- 
tity for all the tests so far made. The idea of the 
makers of the new steel is to use it for the construc- 
tion of steam boilers, especially locomotives. Steel 
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60,000 pounds to the 
square inch, while the Vanadium steel, it is 
said, will test to 80,000. The. harder the steel, 
less tensile strength it has, and by the use of 
Vanadium strength is added with hardness. It is said 
that the new steel will wear longer and boilers can be 
made of lighter plate and have the same durability. 
Vanadium in steel does not change its appearance.

CoMMERCIAL failures in the United States during 
October were 1,187 in number and $15,898,668 in 
amount of defaulted indebtedness, according to sta- 
tistics compiled by R. G. Dun & Co. This is a slight 
increase in number as compared with the 1,139 de- 
faults in the corresponding month last year, but there 
is a striking reduction in liabilities, which amounted 
to $27,414,990 in October, 1907. 
occurred largely in the manufacturing division, where 
292 failures for $7,142,381 compare with 330 defaults 
last year involving $12,766,668. Trading failures this 
year were 840 in number and $6,190,162 in amount, 
yagainst 761 failures with liabilities of $6,210,789 last 
There were fifty-five other commercial failures 
with liabilities of $2,566,125, against forty-eight simi- 
lar suspensions in 1907, when the amount involved was 
$8,438,133. Banking failures numbered twelve, with 
liabilities of $4,362,744, 
compared with the thirty-one failures last year that in- 
volved over $80,000,000. With the election over there 
should. be further improvement in the business situa- 
tion, and the bankruptcy returns will probably con- 
tinue to diminish.

THE aggregate capitalization of the concerns hav- 
ing a capital of $1,000,000 or more that filed papers 
in the states of New York, New Jersey, 
An Pp a Maine and Delaware, during the month 
Times. of October, was in excess of any of 
the corresponding months of the last five 
years. The total capitalization of such concerns was 
$125,400,000, comparing with $52,950,000 in October 
of last year and $110,600,000 in October of 1906. Pre- 
vious to last month the amount of capital showed a 
falling off month by month as compared with the same 
periods of the preceditig year. In the first six months 
of this year the total capitalization of the big com- 
panies in the above-named states showed a falling off 
of nearly 50 per cent, as compared with the total of 
the corresponding period of the’ preceding year, but 
iv the four months following’‘the first half of the 
year there was a general renewal of confidence and 
signs of a return to-normal conditions were apparent. 
The capitalization in the latter périod shows an in- 
crease over the first half of the year, and is almost 95 
per cent of the normal. 

The fact that the promoter is again active and new 
capital is being sought is good evidence of geriuine 
confidence in the business outlook of the country. “The 
incorporation of new companies is taken as a barome- 
ter of business conditions, and this great increase in 
the formation of new concerns means that conditions 
have improved just that much over the quieter periods 
of the summer. The elections are now over and still 
greater things may be looked for. 








Ir 1s with pleasure that THe AMERICAN ARTISAN 
learns that a consular school has been established in 
connection with the University of Chi- 
cago. That institution of learning has tak- 
en the initiative among Western schools 
in this department. It is’ announced 
that the purpose of the course is to turn out men who 
will be efficient either as officials for the government 
or as foreign representatives of American business ac- 
tivities. The new course of instruction will require 
a special training of three years’ duration. Upon the 
satisfactory completion of the work the student will 
be recommended to the President of the United 
‘States for an office. 

That there is a need of many such institutions is ap- 
parent. In addition to consular positions under the 
government, and opening a broad field of public ac- 
tivity to men scientifically trained, the rapidly increas- 
ing export trade of the United States offers a wide

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opportunity to men with training similar to that re- 
quired of consuls.. The development of American 
commercial-relations, especially with. South..America 
and: the. Orient, also opens a career to young men. who 
wish to identify themselves with private business 
houses employing igi oy bresentatives. The big 
commercial industries of ed States are always 
in need of trained men ‘to. ‘fepresent them in foreign 
fields, and the supply. falls away ‘short- of the demand. 

It is said that the University of Wisconsin proposes 
to follow in the, steps of the University of Chicago in 
the way of establishing a consular course of study. 
The Eastern‘colleges offering opportunities along these 
lines are Harvard and George Washington University. 
Yale and Columbia Universities ‘offer simildt courses 
in conjunction with each other. 








BUILDING construction is now making new high 
records. The big cities of the country show a marked 
increase in operations, whereas’a few 
months ago they were falling behind. 

Baling During October permits were taken out 
Construction. ; thirty-six cities for the construction 
of 9,792 buildings, according to official reports, involv- 
ing a total estimated cost of $43,074,775, against 9,157, 
aggregating $31,736,855 for the corresponding month 
a year ago, a gain of 635 buildings and $11,337,920, 
or 36 per cent. The most interesting feature of the 
present situation is the fact that the larger cities have 
recovered entirely from the depression which was so 
marked in several instances, notably in the East, ‘ahd 
are now plunging ahead beyond what would™be ex- 
pected in a normal condition of things. 

Out of thirty-six cities twenty-two’ show in some in- 
stances remarkable increases. It is gratifying to noté 
the heavy incréase in New York City, permits having 
been taken out during the month of October for 264 
buildings, involving a total estimated cost of $15,341,- 
970, against 206 buildings, $7,210,025, for the corre- 
sponding month a year ago, an increase of 112 per 
cent. Brooklyn also makes a satisfactory showing, 
with an increase of 22 per vent. Philadelphia re- 
ceived a severe blow by the financial flurry a year ago 
and was slow to recover, but row has a satisfactory 
increase of 59 per cent. Pittsburg, which, it seemed 
for a little-while, was on the retired list of the cities 
showing gains, is now repeating her former record, 
the increase amounting to. 36 per cent. Chicago. is 
more than holding her own, the record for the month 
of October being 980 permits, involving $6,242,315, 
against 900 permits at an aggregate estimated cost of 
$4,960,150 for. the corresponding month a year ago, 
an increase of 25 per cent. 

Other notable increases are Denver, 65 per cent, and 
Portland, 28. A number of smaller cities make won- 
derful records, but their buildings are of a character 
which, when a permit is taken out of any unusual 
magnitude, makes a remarkable showing in the way 
of percentage. For. illustration, Mobile has an in- 
crease of 200 per cent; Grand Rapids, Mich., 103 
Davenport, 75; Des Moines, 46; Rochester, 36, and 
Worcester, Mass., 30. There is every indication that 
building operations in all sections. of the country will 
make wonderful strides during 1909.

ance. To her house a few days ago appeared the 
“gas saver’ with a lot of sheet iron rings which he 
called “collars” and which looked like circles chipped 
off a stove pipe. The “Consolidated” man of course 
was there with the stove talk. He explained how the 
woman of the house “gets more pressure than is need- 
ed, just because the gas company needs the money.” 
He brought a wrench into play with the regulator 
back of the stove and “proved” how the same amount 
of heat could be had without the hissing sound and 
accompanying waste. Before leaving Mrs. Thomas’s 
home he turned the regulator back to the position in 
which he found it. While he was making his “spiel” 
he laid the “coliars’’.on the burners, “showing” how 
the heat could be concentrated and waste avoided. 
Then he told of how “all the stove companies are now 
consolidated and no longer must do the bidding of the 
gas company.” “Heretofore,” he explained, “when the 
gas company dealt with individual firms these firms 
were in the grasp of the gas company, which pro- 
hibited the stove companies from inserting in the pipe 
a damper specially constructed to turn waste gas back 
into the oven. But now the ‘Consolidated Stove Com- 
pany’ insists-on giving everybody a square deal.” The 
flimflam agent’s game was to leave “collars” for each 
of the burners and collect $1 for the “damper that an 
experienced mechanic would install the next day.” Of 
course it is needless for me to add that the several 
hundred women who attempted to locate the “Con- 
solidated Stove Co.” at Room 14, 84 Washington 
street, Chicago—the address given by the solicitor— 
failed to do so. This “gas saving” stunt is such an 
old one that I thought it had been pretty well played 
out by this time. However, one never knows, and you 
can’t be too careful.

A farmer down near Galiad, Texas, is having a 
novel experience. A year or two ago he built a small 
barn and in its construction used green willow posts 
at the corners and along the sides. For some time 
nothing unusual was noticed, but after a year he saw 
that where he had laid the floor near the ground it 
was three feet above the soil. He discovered that the 
willow posts instead of being dead, were alive, had 
taken root, and were growing. In their upward move- 
ment they had carried the barn along. Last spring 
the barn was on stilts nine feet high, and he put in 
a new floor and surrounded the posts with siding, 
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thereby making a two-story affair. I am told that 
there is now a space of nine inches between the floor 
and the ground, and that the owner expects before 
long to have a three-story barn.

In a recent issue of THE AMERICAN ARTISAN, Chas. 
Arch of Bremen, Ind., asked for a pattern of an oval 
tapering elbow to round at other end, the bottom oval 
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in sections through miter lines. Join these points 
and you have the true length of solid and dotted 
lines for pattern. Take the length of line I 1, on 
solid lines, and place it as shown for pattern, using 
the spaces on sections through miter lines, for the top 
and bottom of half pattern in their regular order 
as shown, taking the true lengths of solid and dotted 
lines and placing them in their corresponding places 
in pattern. The oval and round ends can be developed 
by parallel lines as here shown. 





SOLUTION TO G. F. WAGNER’S PROBLEM.

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4%4x9, the top end to be 6 inches round, and the 
throat to be on the small end of oval, the elbow being 
7 inches at the bottom and 6 inches at the top end. 
This method can be applied to any sized three- 
piece oval to round. First draw half plan of oval, 
erect the elevation and half plan of round end, and 
space same as shown. From all points in oval and 
round sections draw lines intersecting miter lines. 
Next draw a true profile through both miter lines, 
and space them as shown by I to 7. Next draw 
solid and dotted lines intersecting the miter lines, 
which gives the base lines for angles. Now take the 
various lengths of these base lines and place them 
on lines O O. Erect perpendicular lines from these 
points and upon them place the corresponding heights 
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how to lay out patterns for the sketches shown here- 
with. 
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Sketches for Which Patterns Were Asked. i 
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The problem is to locate the true angle of the off-set. 
After the correct angle is found the development of 
the patterns is the same as for an ordinary elbow or 
angle. 

First draw line O-O, and place the 10-inch circle 
which represents the diameter of the pipe. Space the 
same into any number of equal parts, as shown by 1 to 
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one or two has a complete line of ordinary sizes as 
against carrying a large assortment of sizes of another 
make which even then may not fit all sizes of chimneys. 
When the base is applied it extends down over and 
around the outside of the top layer of brick, thus 
binding the two together by means of the slotted holes. 
When forced up tightly against the brick and with a

7, and lay out the angle as shown in plan, which 
locates the centers of pipe in plan. Next draw line 
D-D, which is the base line for the elevation, and erect 
lines A and B, which will give the center lines for the 
elevation, line C, being the true angle required.

HARDWARE. 

Optimism is now characteristic of the hardware 
market, and some good business is expected during 
the current month. Orders that have been held up 
for some months past are expected to be closed during 
the next six weeks, and there will be undoubtedly 
some heavy buying owing to the necessity of replace- 
ment of stocks which were worked down to the lowest 
ebb. Local jobbers are reported to be in receipt of a 
larger number of inquiries from out-of-town interests, 
and the aspect for a brisk business from now on is 
very encouraging. Wire nail manufacturers continue 
to report a steady. but slow increase in their output. 
The business of-October was in excess of that of the 
previous’ month, and from the- volume of inquiries up 
before the trade, there will be 4 more marked increase 
during the seurrent month. During the past week 
there has been a big improvement in the specifications 
against old contracts, although the output of the mills 
is still being restricted io meet the.demand. In the 
local market jobbers report a steadily increasing vol- 
ume of business for immediate delivery of small ‘lots, 
but some large. contract orders are pending that will 
be placed this month. Prices are well maintained. 
There ‘has been little change in the cut nail situation 
during the past week. Demand is still restricted to 
actual necessities, and prices are fairly well maintained. 
Business in barbed wire is still a little backward, but 
there is every indication that it will pick up during the 
current month. © Plain wire is in heavy demand from 
fence manufacturers, and a good business is reported 
at firm prices. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill is $1.95 per 
keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full car- 
loads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut nails at the 
mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than carloads 
at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
low: Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $1.95; re- 
tailers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ 
carload lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 
30 cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80, and to retailers in carloads, $1.85. 

Solder has adyanced one cent a pound in price. 
Wire screen cloth of the bronze variety has been re- 
duced 50 cents per 100 square feet. 


TIN PLATE. 

There is very little change in the tin plate market. 
Shading has about ceased and $3.70 a box is the regu- 
lar price, less 5 cents rebate on 100-pound coke bright 
plates. Prices are $3.89 for 100-pound coke plates 
f. o. b. New York, and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with 
the independents quoting $3.65.

COPPER. 


The past week has seen a much improved copper 
market. As had been predicted in many quarters, the 
result of the election has been the bringing into the 
market of a much larger volume of business than has 
been seen in any previous week during the current 
year. Early in the summer, there was a good buying 
movement for October-November delivery of copper, 
with the result that the production of many of the 
leading mines was well sold up before the end of Octo- 
ber. The buying during the past week has been mainly 
for immediate delivery, with the result that there has 
been a marked decrease in the surplus stocks in this 
country. This has been especially true of the lake 
grades. Stocks of lake available for November-De- 
cember delivery are now of small proportions, while 
the stocks of electrolytic will not be sufficient to go 
around should the large buying movement that has 
been expected for some months materialize during the 
next 60 days. From all over the country come re- 
ports of the reopening of plants using copper, and the 
consequent demand for the metal for immediate deliv- 
ery incident to the low stocks in the hand of consum- 
ers. With the increase in the demand prices have be- 
gun to soar, and there is. every expectation of 15-cent 
copper before December 1. Not only has there been 
a marked improvement in the demand for the metal in 
this country, but manufacturers on the other side have 
been steadily reducing the surplus stocks of the metal 
in warehouses in all parts of Europe. This has forced 
dealers on the other side to inquire for further sup- 
plies of American copper, and the exports of the metal

from this country ate on the increase. ‘The London 
market-has beer very strong during the past’ week, and 
rumors of a corner in the metal and a possible short- 
age of supplies has given the market an excited tone. 
There is little doubt, however, that the market is mov- 
ing to higher levels under a legitimate demand for 
consumption. The reawakening of interest among 
manufacturers of electtical equipment, and railroad 
interests in the furtherance of their plans for electrifi- 
cation is one of the chief factors of the rising copper 
market, and some large orders are expected in connec- 
tion with this work before the end of the year. The 
price in New York on Thursday was 14% cents for 
lake, 14% cents for electrolytic and 14 cents for cast- 
ing copper.

STRUCTURAL STEEL. 

There has been a littie lull in the structural steel 
business during the past week. The volume of work 
in sight that will be placed shortly is mainly in the 
west. The bulk of the work at the present timé is 
made up of small lots of building material for the con- 
struction of buildings and apartment houses, and is 
going to the smaller interests. The large fabricating 
companies are still far from their normal quota of 
business, due mainly to the continued irregularity in 
prices. Leading fabricators report heavy concessions 
still being made by the smaller interests to get busi- 
ness, which will probably continue until there is a 
larger volume of work being ordered. It is believed 
that the irregularity in prices is causing many builders 
to withhold their orders. The railroad interests are 
not expected to buy in a large way yet, but there is a 
large tonnage of work projected that must be placed 
before long, such as more grade crossing elimination 
work and the replacement of bridges. It is estimated 
that in the Mississippi valley about 100,000 tons of 
steel will be required before long, and a similar ton- 
nage in the eastern markets. 


PIG IRON. 


The West and Central West are reported to be buy- 
ing freely of southern pig iron, and some concerns 
have withdrawn their quotations. Southern interests 
are pretty well sold up for the first quarter, while they 
have almost nothing to offer for delivery over the last 
two months of the current year. The past week has 
seen a heavier inquiry for iron than in any previous 
week during the current year, and from all over the 
country come reports of heavier sales and advancing 
prices. Melters in this market are beginning to cover 
their requirements for the first half of the new year, 
and some large business is expected during the current 
month.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Previous conditions have been emphasized during 
the past week in the pig iron market and there has been ro 
lessening in the volume of inquiries and sales. Prices have 
advanced still further for Northern irons and a number of 
furnaces have withdrawn from the market on account of 
their well-filled order books. Consumption is increasing and 
a feeling of optimism prevails in all branches of the iron 
and steel trades. 

“Southern furnaces are reported to be well sold ahead 
and prices are firmer. Thirteen dollars for No. 2 foundry, 
Birmingham basis, is the minimum and producers are appa 
rently not anxious for orders into next year at this figure. 

“The coke market is also in better condition. A large 
tonnage of Connellsville and Virginia coke has been sold to 
furnaces during the past week and prices have an advancing 


tendency.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “Furnace order books are much fatter than they 
were a week ago. Thanksgiving is not quite here, but the 
order books are like the American citizen after that feast— 
pretty well filled. There has been a genuine buying move- 
ment and it is still in progress. All kinds of iron have been 
sold and orders have run in size from large ones of the first- 
class down to carload lots. Prices have~ stiffened decidedly 
and an upward tendency is pronounced. 

“This in brief is the story of the week. 

“As to the future of the iron market, there are two opin- 
ions. There are many ironmasters who are exceedingly opti- 
mistic and who look for an almost immediate resumption of 
full activity and a speedy climb of quotations to a higher 
level. They believe this present purchasing is simply the 
prelude to much better things. Then there are others who, 
while just as optimistic, yet feel that recovery is going to be 
slow and that too much haste is dangerous—‘more haste, 
less speed,’ so to speak. They feel that the iron market has 
definitely turned the corner and that the advances which 
have been made will be maintained, and that there will be a 
steady and gradual improvement keeping step to the general 
betterment in the business of the country as a whole. Here 
are two sharply contrasting ideas o1 the situation and only 
the developments of the future will show which view is cor- 
rect, but there is a substantial agreement in the belief in the 
upward and onward course of events, the vital difference 
being in the rate at which things will move 

“One of the very cheerful signs of the times is the pros- 
pect of large railroad purchasing. 

“Northern iron seems bound soon to be firmly fixed at 
$16.00 for No. 2 Foundry, while Southern is now at $13.00 
ani with such good sales that this price may not last long.”
